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PEACE OR WAR. 


THe Conference will meet to-day for the last time, but it will 
meet in all likelihood for formal matters only. It will adjust 
the minutes and confirm the record of its having done 
nothing, and then it will break up. The official account of 
its proceedings will not be made public till Monday, but the 
eral result is already sufficiently well known. It is certain 
that. the English Government entirely abandoned the treaty of 
1852, to which before it had clung consistently,—that it com- 
mitted itself to the expediency of separating Schleswig, so as 
to give what was Danish to the Danes, and what was German 
to the Germans,—that it proposed a boundary called “ the line 
“of the Schlei,” to which Denmark is willing to assent. On 
the other hand, it appears, that the Germans require a different 
division of Schleswig; they say that the line must run much 
to the North of the line proposed by the English Government. 
Neither the Danes nor the Germans will agree to an arbitra- 
tion. The Danes say they will accept the English line, the 
| line of the Schlei : the Germans say, ‘ We will not assent to that 
‘line, and we will not agree to be bound by the decision of any 
‘third party. We will have our own scheme (for we are the 
‘stronger), and we will not bait a hairshreadth for Denmark or 
‘for England.’ 
4} What, then, is the policy and the duty of England? A 
more anxious question has hardly ever been asked ; and 
jj. certainly none more anxious can be asked now. Every one 
j inquires, ‘Is there to be war, or is there to be peace? Are 
| we to help Denmark, or not to help her?’ And till these 
great questions are settled, smaller questions will be nearly 
neglected. The official decision will be made known on 
{| Monday ; but, pending that avowal, let us look at the precise 
position of the controversy, rejecting needless accessories, and 
considering only what is essential and important. 

First. Have we anything to do with the matter, and if so, 
what? This is the plain, coarse, palpable question, which 
every man of sense asks, and which must be answered before 
any other matter is thought of or considered. We have 
next to no material interest in the matter, but, as we have 
before shown, we have a moral interest of great weight. Itis 
not the duty, and in the long run it would not be the interest, of 
England to adopt a policy purely selfish. The European world 
is composed of many States of various character, whose differ- 
ences, whose exertions, whose mental competition make up cur 
civilisation. Many of these States are weak, but some are very 
strong. If we allow thestrong and powerfultoprey uponthe small 
























and feeble, our existing civilisation will be impaired, enfeebled, if 
not destroyed,—its stimulating varieties will be killed and 
extirpated,—a monotonous and sluggish uniformity will scon 
pervade, deform, and degrade the whole. The rights of the 
smaller States are not to be maintained merely as barren 
rights ; they are to be maintained for the same reason as 


snd Miscellaneous Hows. 805 | liberty i in general, because they tend to promote movement 


and variety, progress of thought and play of mind throughout 
the civilised world. Equality is the bane of States within ; 
uniformity is the bane of States withowt—the bane of the 
world at large. 


Some years ago it would have been thought absurd to speak 
of Germany as a large State whose force could injure a 
smaller one, It was known as what it is, an ill-knit, half- 
decomposed, headless mass; and because it was useful for 
ordinary and useful for combined action, it was believed it 
would be incapable of spasmodic and irritable misdeeds. But 
just because it is headless, it is active in what is evil as well 
as inactive in what is good. Two great Powers have com- 
peted for the headship ; and a people, good in themselves, but 
urskilled in politics, untempered by experience, uncalculating 
and unforeseeing, are naturally tempted by the foolish flattery 
of two Courts which hope to win them by trying to please them. 
Germany has the besetting evil of a large territory—disunion ; it 
has a great curse to a civilised people—absolute Government ; 
ani yet it has the worst evils of the most contracted com- 
munity,—it is now ruled by a blast of popular impulse, like a 
petty town republic, whose people met in the market-place 
and voted off-hand as their own fancies dictated. Germany 
is not a power to be indulged because she is divided: she is 
rather to be suspected and resisted on that very account; for 
in her present state her foreign affairs are guided by vying 
despots outbidding each other for the favour of the masses. 
She has the unscrupulousness of despotism, and the impul- 
siveness of democracy. 


The whole negotiations of the English Government on the 
Danish question are based on this principle. If we had no 
duty to prevent the tyrannical aggrandisement of great States 
and the cruel separation of old States, we had better never 
have interfered in a matter so complicated and so difficult. 
There is a certain latent feeling which is often right even 
when the overt actions which proceed from it are disputable 
and wrong. We certainly could not defend every syllable of 
Lord Russell’s despatches; we certainly could not lift a 
finger to secure the temporary recognition of the bad 
and transitory treaty of 1852. We are not at all sure 
whether the idea of a Conference was good or bad; 
but we are sure of the fundamental idea :—we are sure 
that if small states like Denmark are to be trodden out 
by large aggregates like Germany, the present European 
civilisation must be dissolved, and something more uniforns, 
more monotonous, more unprogressive will, in the end, 
though not at once, be substituted in their place. When on 
Monday our policy is set forth it will be time enough to criti- | 
cise it, but we can only now say that most of it aseumes | 
that a weak but valuable state like Denmark must not be 
left to rely solely upon its own strength and resources. The 
Schleswig-Holstein papers are very bulky. If Denmark is not 
an element worth preserving at great costin the political system, 
such of those papers as were written by the English Goverm 
ment never ought to have been sent forth, 

We certainly wish that several months since our Govern 
ment had indicated the boundary which they now indicate. 
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If they had said in January that they considered the line of 
the Schlei to be a decent and an equitable division of Schles- 
wig, very likely it might have been accepted by both Germans 
and Danes, and all subsequent controversies would have been 
set at rest. But whether such a proposition would then have 
been wise,—whether it would have been justified by events,— 
is not the question now. We say that the policy of Lord Pal- 
merston’s Government would be unjustifiable if Lenmark was 
not a country which deserved support, and would be foolish 
if it was not a country which required support. 


But, granting that we have a duty towards Denmark, which, 
perhaps, will be generally admitted, what are the limits of 
that duty? It is very easy to say what is not our duty. It 
is certain that we must not attempt to conquer for Denmark 
the purely German Holstein or the purely German part of 
Schleswig. It would be contrary to the principle on which we 
are now acting,—contrary ‘to the wise and right principle which 
dictated the proposition to divide Schleswig at the line of 
the Schlei, to propose a reactionary arrangement—an arrange- 
ment of 1852. Now, the English Government have wisely 
admitted that it is an unwise speculation to try to constitute 
a permanent State out of heterogeneous races,—out of races 
which hate one another, which have declared they will not be 
attached to one another. We have abandoned the notion of 
maintaining the Denmark of 1852, and we only endeavour to 
maintain a possible, reasonable, and one-raced Denmark. 

Secondly. It is no duty of the English Government as yet 
to excite a European war—a war of which the limits by 
courtesy are said to be European, butof which the operations are 
sure, within a few months, to be co-extensive with the com- 
mercial world. If Austria should exert the entire strength at 
her disposal, not only the ordinary force of her customary levies, 
but the last zwanziger and the last man which she can exact 
from orfind among her subjects, it would then we believe be ne- 
cessary and incumbent on the English Government to send a 
fleet to the Adriatic and aid the excitement of Italy ; but 
while Austria, as now, is moderate, it is better to confine our- 
selves to the grievance we mean to redress: we should not 
light new fires, we should put out the fire which we find. 

There is another most important reason for such a policy: 
while France is passive, a European war must be indetermi- 
nate. The Emperor Napoleon says he will not exert himself 
at this crisis, he will reserve himself and observe events. 
Nor is there much danger in this reluctant attitude so long 
as the war is confined to a corner in Europe, and to the shores 
of the Baltic ; but if theconflict became European, the ‘ watch- 
ing brief,’ which the Emperor has selected would become very 
formidable. Difficulties and complications must arise, out of 
which a power so compact, so strong, so central as France — 
gain something. He cannot, indeed, injure England ; 
interests are not vitally concerned in a few acres here or hoe 
upon the Continent, but he can injure Austria. And it 
will become the intelligent rulers of Vienna to consider 
how far they should follow Prussia which they hate, and the 
Prussian King whom they despise, into the depths of a quarrel 
by which they can gain little—by which their northern com- 
= may gain much, and for which they may have to pay 

a good deal. Austria in the exposed part of Germany. We 
can hurt her by means of her Italian dependency far more 
easily than we can hurt Prussia. Prussia would care little 
for, perhaps rejoice at, an Austrian calamity ; but it will be- 
come Count Rechberg to consider how far he will urge to 
extremity a controversy in which his competitors for home 
leadership may gain influence, in which his opponents by sea 
and land may gain victories, but in which his country can 
never gain land or influence and can scarcely gain glory. 

On the whole, therefore, our policy is clear in its principle at 
least, if not in its details. We should preserve Denmark as 
an integral part of the European system. If Prussia and 
Austria are permitted to proceed without resistance, they may 
retain the whole of Schleswig which they have, the whole of 
Jutland which they have, and attempt to prey on the 
islands which they have not. It is the duty of England to 
see, not that a particular boundary in Schleswig should be 
maintained, for this is but a minor matter, but that such 
Powers as Germany at least, that such Powers as Austria and 
Prussia should not be permitted to efface ihe little States of 
Europe, that they should not establish the principle that the 
strongest can do exactly what they please, and that the 
weaker States of Europe, however characteristically peculiar, 
and however i ntellectually valuable, only exist upon sufferance 
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strong States shall find time, motive, and opportunity to 
sweep them away. 


Such a localised war as we have shadowed forth has many 
difficulties which we do not overlook. It is difficult to k

THE PROTECTION OF MARITIME COMMERCE. 
Tue history of the Alabama, destroyed on Sunday by the 
steam war sloop Kearsage, is not a pleasant one for mercan- 
tile men. It seems to show that the advance of naval science 
has given to maritime armaments a dangerous or even fatal 
advantage over maritime commerce,—that any country possessed 
of a port, or not possessed, can send out a steam man-of-war 
which, if built for speed, well supplied with money, and com- 


manded by an adventurous man, may harass trade for months |f 


with almost perfect impunity. The instance of the Alabama, 
indeed, is almost an extreme one. 
does not possess a port which is not blockaded, a colony, a 

military station, or a depot of coals outside her own dominion, 
yet the Alabama has been able for many months to traverse 


the ocean, seizing or burning American merchant ships with |} 


such frequency and impunity that shippers have avoided 
them, shipowners have commenced selling them, and the 
trade of a very great country has been most seriously 
impaired. All this while the country so suffering is one with 
a considerable fleet, with endless open ports, with a brave, 
numerous, and experienced maritime population, and with wealth 
sufficient to enable it to fit out swarms of privateers. Yet she 
has been for all this time quite unable to punish or to prevent 
these depredations, and for all that appears they were closed 
rather by an act of chivalric hardihood on the 
part of Captain Semmes than by any success in the efforts 
made to capture or destroy the Alabama. It would almost 
seem that, in the event of any war with any Power, mercantile 
men and shipowners must be remediless sufferers. 
Prussia, for instance, in the event of war with Great Britain, 
to execute her threat, break the agreement of Paris, and issue 
letters of marque, to be taken up by Americans, English ships 
might be seized all over the globe, and either burnt or sent in 
to Jahde for condemnation, while merchants would have no 
law to appeal to, or visible means of defence. Indeed, the 
mere abolition of privateering would not check the annoyance. 
The Alabama is a man-of-war, and nothing prevents Prussia 
from taking foreigners into her service, or buying foreign ships 


and investing them with the character of her regular fleet. A |} 


single ironclad steamer thus employed, coaling everywhere, 
and full of shell, could inflict an amount of damage which 
it is terrible to contemplate. No vessel driven by sails 
or supplied with auxiliary steam power could escape such 
a ship when once perceived, and fighting is out of the 
question. Sailing vessels will never be ironclad, and a man- 
of-war, like the Kearsage, would, with her chain armour, attack 
the largest merchantman with impunity, steam round and 
round her, and sink or compel her to strike, possibly without 
receiving a shot. Very swift steamers might escape, but a 
vessel built to carry heavy freight at a low price can seldom 
be a very swift steamer. Convoy might be employed, perhaps, 
to some small extent, but trade has now grown altogether 
beyond the general use of that ancient form of protection. 
To sail all vessels at one time once a year in great squadrons, 
as was done when the Company managed the East India trade, 
is almost impossible, and would be nearly as ruinous to 
eommerce as its temporary suspension. It would be cheaper 
to transfer all goods to neutral bottoms, and allow the whole 
loss, or the bulk of loss, to fall upon the shipowners, and this 
is what would probably be done here and is now being done 
in America. Moreover, even a man-of-war of wood would 
have very little chance in a sea-fight against an ironclad 
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Governments,—even rich Governments, like those 
se ain and France,—do not keep up ironclad fleets 
¢ enough to perform a duty which recurs so seldom. 
The ironclads cost too much, are too new, and the best form

The Alabama was weill-manned, well-armed, and 
by a hero; yet as soon as the United States, 
instead of whining about the English reluctance to alter 
municipal laws, sent out a vessel of equal burden, equal auda- 
city, greater speed, and heavier guns, the Alabama's career 
dosed. We can do that, and do it under very advan- 
circumstances. It is very difficult in most parts of 
the world, and especially on the routes of the rich oriental 
trades, to obtain coal without English consent, and without 
coal a rover, commissioned or otherwise, is very nearly power- 
less, In Asia, for instance, money can only buy coal at three 
ints—Saigon, Batavia, and the Isle de France, and they are 
very widely separated, and very easily exhausted of all the 
coal they can spare. At the same time, we possess everywhere 
‘good harbours and dockyards in which steamers can lie and 
i refit, or seek shelter, or dispose of prisoners in comparative 
security. We have only to attach to each such station one or 
|two vessels of the newest type, well supplied with new guns, 
\and at least partially armoured, to be in a measure exempt 
from the great danger to our commerce. Three ships of the 
| Kearsage kind, for example, stationed in the West Indies, 
|would have made the exploits of the Alabama exceedingly 
hazardous, if not altogether impossible, while the comparative 
\ease with which they could obtain coal would almost double 
their strength. Such ships require peculiar qualifications— 
light but effective armour, very great speed, great 
capacity for carrying coal, and the heaviest metal on board 
which can be used with safety. It is of no use talking about 
training, or discipline, or pluck: if the pursuer cannot out- 
strip the pursued, she is useless; if she is not armoured, she 
will, like the Alabama, be torn open ; if she has not the best 
guns, she will be pounded into asurrender without the chance 
of areply. The work to be done is that which a horse patrol 
does on great roads, and requires the same qualities,—speed of 
locomotion, the means of resisting attack, and the individual 
strength which shall overbear resistance when attempted. 
Have we such vessels? We doubt it greatly—at least, in suf- 
ficient numbers; and, though they can be produced pretty 
easily, it will be somewhat late to produce them when war is 
already upon us. The ironclad navy will, we dare say, beat 
orsink any navy likely to oppose it; but it is necessary, also, 
to sink ships which will not accept battle willingly, to protect 
our commerce as well as our ports, to see that the tea ship 
Mary Jane is not captured as well as that the harbour of 
Portsmouth is not entered by a foe. 


THE GOVERNMENT ANNUITIES BILL. 
Tax Bill, as it is now termed, “ to grant additional facilities 
“for the purchase of small Government annuities and for the 
“assuring payments of money on death,” was read a third 
time and passed by the House of Commons on Monday 
night amidst general expressions of satisfaction. The Select 
ittee, instead of shelving, has in some important re- 
spects widened the scope of the Bill, and we believe it is likely 
to prove one of the most useful measures which has been pre- 
| Pated by the present Government. An analysis of its most 
}| “portant provisions, and an estimate of its probable efficiency, 
wil easily convince our readers of the great advantages which 
it holds out to the working classes, and of the large induce- 
| ments to frugality and economy which it supplies. 
The new Pill is an extension of the principle of 16 and 17 
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Victoria, c. 45, which provided for the grant of deferred 
Government annuities, not exceeding 30/ per annum, to persons 
paying annual premiums, and also for the life insurance of 
such persons, and such only, as had bought a deferred annuity. 
These limitations on the grant both of deferred annuities and 
of life policies had practically rendered the provisions of this 
Act nearly inoperative. We believe only 6,500 such annuities 
are now in force under the Act, and their joint amount is less 
than 140,000/ per annum. In other words, the average 
amount of each deferred annuity is about 21/, which renders it 
probable that even the few annuities now granted are held 
outside the proper pale of the working class. What we may 
fairly hope the present Bill will effect is to grant annuities in 
large numbers, worth say from 5s to 7s a week, or from 13/ 
to 18/ a year, to old persons after they have reached the age of 
60 or upwards, in return for small weekly or monthly pay- 
ments during the period of their health and strength, and to 
grant life policies for small sums to poor persons of the same 
class in life, and on equally convenient terms. Accordingly, 
one of the first provisions of this Bill repeals so much of the 
tenth section of the old Act as requires that any person 
wishing to insure his life under the Act must also be 
a purchaser of a deferred annuity under it; and what 
is of even more importance, provides that the sum 
required to purchase either a deferred annuity or a 
life policy may be made in future in smaller instalments and 
at shorter periods than the annual premiums now required. 
The maximum of a deferred annuity to be purchased under 
this Bill is raised from 30/ per annum, at which 16 and 17 
Vict. c. 45 fixes it, to 50/ per annum. It is further provided 
that the maximum sum insured by any life policy under this 
Bill shall be 100/, and that no contract for any such policy 
shall be entered into on the death of any person either below 
sixteen years of age, or over the age of sixty,—the object of the 
latter provision being, of course, to prevent persons who are 
helplessly at the mercy of others from being made to give 
those others any direct interest in their death. The limita- 
tions on the sum insured are fixed to exclude competition both 
with friendly societies and with general insurance offices. 
Friendly societies undertake to provide sums intended 
to insure the burial of their members, that is, of course 
sums falling short of 20/. On the other hand, the ordi- 
nary insurance offices do not choose to insure any one’s 
life for less than 1007, and, as the best offices tell us, 
accept insurances even as low as that with great reluctance. 
The Government bill, therefore, will exactly occupy the vacant 
ground between the insurances effected by the burial funds 
of friendly societies, and the insurances effected by ordinary 
offices. It will provide working men with the means of leay- 
ing their family a good sum for a fresh start in life, in case 
of their own death either from illness or accident, without 
exciting the jealousy either of the friendly societies or of the 
life offices. 


The new parts of the Bill are not to come into operation 
until annuity and life tables have been prepared by the Com- 
missioners of the National Debt, computing the weekly or 
monthly sums, or single payments which ought to be paid, in 
order to buy these deferred annuities or life policies. Tables are 
to be compiled, showing first the requisite lump-sums for 
the purchase of such policies or deferred annuities ; next the 
annual premiums requisite for the sume purpose; and 
last the smaller instalments (weekly or monthly ‘ payments) 
needful to effect the same end. These tables, when prepared, 
are to lie on the table of both Houses of Parliament for 30 
days before they shall be acted upon, and an address to Her 
Majesty from either House praying that these tables may be 
revoked or cancelled shall have the effect of revoking them, 
whereupon fresh tables must be prepared, the rate of interest 
in all cases to be calculated at 3 per cent. The provisions thus 
made sufficiently secure that the tables will be safe, that is, 
will be so calculated as to cost the country nothing. The 
payments required will certainly cover all the risks and ex- 
penses of the Government. One of the most important points 
discussed in the Select Committee was whether life policies 
should be transferable or not. The Bill provides that after due 
payment of the premiums for five years, all persons who have en- 
tered into contracts for a sum payableatdeath shall be permitted 
“ to assign their right and interest therein upon paymentof such 
“ fee as shall be fixed by regulations made under the authority 
“ of this Act.” If the Commissioners of the National Debt 
dispute the validity of any demand upon them in virtue of a 
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life policy, the dispute may be decided, without appeal, by the 
County Court of the district in which tke contract was entered 
into, or, with the consent of the Commissioners, in any other 
County Court in the jurisdiction of which the claimant may 
be resident, and the assignee of any life policy will have pre- 
cisely the same rights and remedies as the original contractor. 
These provisions will give a simple and cheap remedy to all 
who think themselves aggrieved by the Commissioners. 
There are also clauses enabling the Post Office to receive 
payments for the purchase of such policies and annuities, 
and to pay the sums due under contracts ;—an arrangement 
which will greatly facilitate the purchase and receipt of 
these annuities or policies, There is one regulation, in- 
tended, of course, to diminish the trouble and expense 
of these contracts to the Government, which will also, 
we fear, in no small degree diminish their practical use- 
fulness,—we mean the regulation in clause 13 of the amended 
Bill which provides that “no sum in respect of instalments or 
“premiums payable at any one time shall be of less amount 
“ than two shillings.” It will be rarely indeed that any agri- 
cultural labourer could spare as much as two shillings out of 
his weekly wages ; and, if he is to save a month for each 
premium, the danger is great that the temptation to spend 
will often overpower his frugal resolutions. Of course, there 
is very great inconvenience and expense in innumerable minute 
payments; but, if the object is to encourage the habit of 
saving in the poorest class, it is certainly unfortunate that 
the minimum premium cannot be reduced to one shilling 
instead of two. 


Such are the provisions of this excellent Bill, which is not 
likely, we trust, to be seriously opposed in the House of Lords. 
Let us compute, so far as we have the means, what practically 
will be the advantages offered under it to the working classes. 
Of course, as the tables have not yet been compiled, much less 
sanctioned by the Houses of Parliament, we can only be 
guided by the calculations of eminent actuaries,—but as this 
is practically a mathematical and not a moral question, we 
may be pretty sure that there can be no considerable variations 
between the estimates of the most sanguine and of the most 
cautious. Dr Farr calculates that if a man aged 20 pays pre- 
miums amounting to 1/ a year (or say 5d a week) for 21 years, 
i.e. till he is 41, he will have paid by that time the price of an 
allowance of 5s a week after he passes the age of 65 without 
further payments. In other words, by working in his youth 
sufficiently hard to secure 5d a week saving, and without any 
such claim on him in middle life, he can secure for his old 
age a certain provision of 5s aweek. Or, if he continues this 
premium (of 1/a year) up to the age of 65, he will secure 
himself an allowance of above 7s a week,—and this too, we 
are told, on the very advantageous terms that if he ceases to 
pay it, the whole amount of the previous premiums may be 
returnable at any time he pleases on his giving evidence that 
he is still in good health. Again, with regard to the life 
policies. By paying 6d a week from the age of 20 for the 
whole term of life, he can buy a sum of 61/, payable on his 
death whenever that may occur. We think these terms, 
especially when it is considered that they involve no sort of 
risk and give the security of the English Government to any 
purchaser, will prove very attractive to the working classes, 
and probably do more to encourage frugality in the poorest 
elass than any measure which has been adopted in England 
since the rights of private property became practically secure. 


IRISH EMIGRATION AND FEDERAL ENLISTMENTS. 


In the last report of the Emigration Commissioners we find a 
show of argument and an array of figures designed to nega- 
tive the popular impression that the amount of emigration 
from Ireland has been materially stimulated by the large 
bounties offered in America to those who enlist in the Federal 
armies, and that a considerable number of those who cross 
the Atlantic from the sister island go with the intention of 
entering the military service of the North. We apprehend, 
however, that the figures are incomplete, and we are sure they 
are far from bearing out the conclusion deduced from them.

THE PENAL SERVITUDE BILL AND MR HUNT'S 
CLAUSE. 
As we anticipated with too much justice last week, the Earl 
of Lichfield’s foolish amendment on the Penal Servitude Bill, 
striking out the clause inserted by Mr Hunt in the House of 
Commons, was carried yesterday week in the House of Lords, 
We have reason to believe that this unfortunate and ignorant 
attempt to substitute for a thorough supervision a discretionary 
supervision of ticket-of-leave men,—the discretion being left, 
be it remembered, in officers who for some reason or other 
contracted a violent prejudice against the system of 
supervision,—will not escape opposition in the House of Com- 
mons when the amendments of the Lords are considered 
there, and Mr Hunt’s clause will again be restored if the 
gentlemen who supported it on its first introduction remain 
firm. We trust, therefore, that all who agree with Mr Hunt 
and Lord Caernarvon that a system which has been carried 
out so successfully in Ireland ought to have its fair trial in 
England, will make one more effort to prevent this Bill from 
being mutilated by the excision of its most valuable clause. 
The truth is that the espionage which members profess to 
dread is far more likely—is indeed certain—to prevail if the 
supervision of ticket-of-leave men by the police is to remain 
discretionary and unsystematic. In that case, the licence- 
holder is watched speculatively and furtively by the police, 
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and his prospects are often greatly injured. When, on the 
other hand, the relations between them are systematic and 
open, the police do all in their power to obtain employment 
for the licencees, on the soundest possible basis,—that, 
namely, of frankly confiding to the employers of labour the 
antecedents of the men in question, and the reason to hope 
for their complete reformation. As the Bill now stands, 
thanks to the prejudiced folly of Lord Lichfield and the 
Peers, there is the maximum of danger of mischievous 
espionage, and the minimum of hope of useful and advan- 
ae relations between the released criminal and the 
police, 





THE CURRENCY OF INDIA. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ECONOMIST. 

Sir,—The Indian demand for a gold currency may be said 
to base itself on four propositions :—(1) That the exclusively 
silver currency of the country is unequal to the extension of 
its internal trade ; (2) that there is not enough silver pro- 
duced in the world to enable Europe to continue to pay for the 
exports of India; (3) that silver is both imported into the 
country and circulated within it at an extravagant cost of 
transport ; (4) that Indian commerce with the gold-producing 
countries is obstructed by the exclusion of their chief product 
from the Indian market. 

As regards the first two of these propositions, it is urged 
that the production of commodities in India is greatly increas- 
ing ; that both its internal and its external trade are rapidly 
advancing ; that the intervention of money is, most bene- 
ficially, superseding the rude system of barter; that the 
change just mentioned and the rise of country prices require 
a larger inland currency, and have withdrawn from the chief 
towns of the three Presidencies an amount of silver which 
could ill be spared; and that the future supply of silver, so 
far from increasing, is on the point of being shortened by the 
exhaustion of the fund provided for a time by the liberation 
of silver from the currency of France. Henceforward the 
produce of the mines, it is said, will be the only source of 
supply, and the annual yield of all the silver mines in the 
world is estimated at only about ten millions sterling, while 
India alone absorbed nearly fifteen millions last year,—an 
amount which has not proved enough to maintain a sufficient 
circulation both at the centre and extremities. A want of 
money has been heavily felt at Calcutta; and for want of 
money barter still continues in many parts of the country. 

With respect to the two last of the four propositions stated 
above, it is urged that, whereas silver must be brought from 
Europe or America, gold might be obtained from Australia 
and New Zealand at a cost of transport less in proportion to 
the smaller bulk and shorter voyage of the more precious 
metal, Then the inland carriage of silver is vastly more 
costly and difficult than of an equal value in gold, especially 
in a country so ill-furnished as India is with roads and means 

of locomotion. A bullock-cartful of silver is not a convenient 
remittance, yet it is often the only one which can be made 
by reason of gold not being a legal tender. Moreover, by 
this restriction upon the use of gold for its principal funetion, 
the foreign trade of India with the gold countries is as 
awkwardly circumstanced as its internal trade. For the 
Australian, instead of paying directly with the produce of his 
own mines, must send to Europe or America for silver for 
remittance to India ; he must effect two long voyages instead 
of one short one, and perform two roundabout exchanges in- 
stead of one near at hand. He buys, therefore, less than he 
otherwise would; of India, and gives a worse price for what he 
does buy: 

These considerations seem to supply a sufficient answer to 
those who, like a recent writer in the Times, call upon the 
advocates of a gold currency for India te point out the advan- 
tages of such a change, and the disadvantages of the present 
system. The gradual substitution by a. natural process of a 
portable and economical medium of exchange for a cumbrous 
and expensive one ; the advantage to Europe of paying for 
its imports from the East in the less bulky and more easily 
procurable metal ; the removal of this impediment to com- 
mercial intercourse between India and Australia ; the benefit 
of establishing a common medium of exchange, wherever 
possible, throughout the world :—these are considerations 
which make out at least a strong prima facie case for the int 
treduction of gold money imto India. The writer, in the 

Times says, by way of objection, that paper is yet more port- 
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able and economical than gold. But the superiority of 
paper in these respects does not prevent the use of gold as 
money in England ; and at the stage of commercial progress 
and civilisation which India occupies at present, a paper 
currency could not be extensively introduced, and would 
be exposed to peculiar dangers if it could. The writer 
referred to also contends that no Government measure is 
necessary to supply trade with a proper wheel of circulation ; 
and that people who have remittances to make may safely be 
left to judge for themselves what it will suit them best to 
remit. This is, however, the very liberty which the Indian 
Government denies to them at present, since those who desire 
to pay for Indian produce in gold are prevented from doing 
so. There is, moreover, a double weakness in the argument 
that the natural play of private interest and commercial 
demand will always provide an adequate supply of silver. For, 
in the first place, one of the very evils complained of is that 
people are compelled to procure and employ a less economical 
and convenient instrument of exchange than goid ; and, in the 
second place, the fertility of the silver mines will not increase 
at the mere will of the merchant, and, if more fertile 
mines are not discovered, an increased supply of silver can 
only be obtained at greater expense. The fact that a 
large supply of silver has been poured into India for 
several years past by no means justifies the inference that 


a similar supply will be forthcoming on the same terms | 


for the future; for the chief source of the recent supply— 
the silver disengaged from the currency of France—has been 
exhausted. Nor is it the fact that no indication of a deficiency 
can be shown, for it is well known, and was admitted by Sir 
Charles Wood, that latterly a scarcity of silver has been felt. 
No general fall of prices in India has taken place, it is true ; 
on the contrary, there has been money enough to raise the 
price of Indian labour and commodities of late years in many 
localities to something like a European level~-a most impor- 
tant advantage to India in international trade. But money is 
never in two places at once; and the silver which is circu- 
lating up the country, or kept by the natives for future 
emergencies, is not to be had at Calcutta when the merchant re- 
quires it. And if the rise of Indian prices is to be sustained, 
and the substitution of monetary transactions for barter to go 
on, a considerable addition to the currency must be made. 


Such being the reasons for letting gold pass current as money 
in India, the limitation which Mr J. B. Smith coupled with 
his proposal to that effect seems contrary to the objects of 
the proposal itself. For if a limit is to be set to the issue of 
gold coin, just in proportion to its effectiveness in excluding 
an amount which would otherwise enter the channels of cir- 
culation, would the limitation cause the inconveniences on 
account of which the currency of the more precious metal is 
desirable. Sir Charles Wood is reported to have said, in reply 
to the speech of Mr Smith, that “it was a very difficult thing 
“to attempt a change in a land where transactions were 
“small, where there waslittle demand for gold, more for silver, 
“ and much more still for copper. Except under the pressure 
“ of the last two months, they had always been able to keep up 
“ the silver circulation, but they had hardly been able to meet 
“the demand for copper ; therefore he had no doubt that gold 
“ would be circulated to some, but not to a very large extent.” 
Both Sir Charles Wood’s facts and his inference in this passage 
are, however, open to question. The value of silver coined in 
the ten years 1852—1862 at the three Indian mints was 
71,890,404/, while copper was coined only to the value of 
1,153,102/. A still smaller sum was coined in gold than in 
copper, it is true, but the reason is plain,—that gold is not a 
legal tender in India ; and the fact affords no ground for sup- 
posing that the superior advantages of gold in large payments 
would not make themselves felt if it were allowed to pass 
current at a fair valuation, which was not the case with the 
gold mohur before 1852, and would not be the case now if 
the sovereign were valued at only ten rupees. Sir Charles 
Wood's suggestion to make the sovereign legal tender at that 
rate is open to the obvious objection, that payments could then 
only be made in gold at an unnecessary loss, and that it seems 
unreasonable to put an unreal instead of a real value on gold 
coin. 

Sir Charles Wood cannot, however, be driven from his posi- 
tion, that if gold is admitted into the Indian currency it must 
be done without demonetising silver. To demonetise silver 
would be to confiscate the savings of the Indian people, to 
leave India for a time without any currency at all, to stop all 
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trade, properly so called, and drive the whole country bag 
barter. But we are told that if goldis introduced while silva:

AGRICULTURAL STATISTICS. 
Tue vexed question of agricultural statististics was recently 
revived by Mr Caird, who proposed a sort of sample cullectionof 
such statistics. The plan suggested was to select ten districts in 
England, each containing 100,000 acres as near as may be, 
according to the Ordnance Survey. These districts should be 
continued year after year, for by so doing, ‘they would beable 
to find out the changes which were taking place in the cultivation” 
From the returns obtained in this way an estimate might be 
formed as to the particulars contained in such returns for the) 
whole of England. The estimated cost was 3,0U0/ only. As| 
alleged advantage of the plan was that the officer making the 
return need not know or state the name of a single farm or farmer, 
The only returns sought were of the acreages of the different 
crops. Mr Caird alluded to the ‘‘ extent to which this county 
was now dependent on foreign sources for its supply of food;” the 
average imports of foreign wheat and flour for the last five yeam 
having been nine millions of quarters, against an average yeatly 
import for ten years preceding the repeal of the corn laws ol 
6,200,000 quarters. He thought this bad produced a diminished 
growth of corn in this country, while the high prices of meat 
dairy produce, wool, butter, and vegetables, had increased the 
production of such articles. He argued that reliable data, hee 
only proximate of the changes he believed to be going on, Wi 
be of great advantage to the public as well as to the farmers them: 
selves. In addition to the acreage of the various crops, Mr Cai 
proposed that in September the same officers who in the previous 
part of the year had made the inquiries as to the acreage, sh 
again inquite what would be the probable yield of the crops whea 
thrashed. 

Mr Milner Gibson, on the behalf of the Government, doubted

Why farmers, and perhaps land- 
owners, should be unwilling that data, from which such compa- 
risons could be made throughout the country, should be collec:ed, 
would seem extraordinary, and the fact is only to be accounted for 
bythe non-commercial and unhealthy relations which subsist be- 
tween the landowners and the tenant-farmers of England. We 
believe that before such symptoms as suspicion of agricultural 
statistics can be alleviated, the disease itself, the system of yearly 
holdings, must be eradicated.

her, Minister of State. Its intention is to examine M. Pinard, 
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Director of the Comptor d’Escompte, the Marquis d’Audiffret, 
Governor of the Credit Industriel Bank, M. Coullet, Director of 
the Messogeries Imperiales, and numerous other gentlemen, in 
order to collect all sorts of testimony bearing on the subject. In 
a word, the inquiry is to be conducted as sach things are in Eng- 
land, and it is to be hoped that, as is done there, the evidence will 
be published. It was at one moment intended to send some of 
the members of the Commission to London, to study the use of 
cheques and the operations of the clearing house ; but as it appears 
that M. Coullet, who has passed much time in England, is pro- 
foundly versed in these matters, and has formed a collection of 
valuable documents relative to thea, the despatch of delegates will 
be unnecessary. 

Another Commission has been formed. It is under the presi- 
dency of M. de Parieu, Vice-President of the Council of State, 
charged to examine—if necessary, revise—the bases of the law 
establishing a tax on carriages and on carriage and riding horses. 
It is to be hoped that the practice of forming Commissions of In- 
quiry will become general in the Finance Department. LInvesti- 
gation would demonstrate the necessity of reform in numerous 
branches of finance; and under the cover of a Commission tne 
reform could be effected without exposing the Emperor or the 
Minister to the reproaches of the persons whose private interests 
would suffer thereby. 

M. Michel Chevalier has published in the form of pamphlet the 
speech he delivered in the Senate on the question of banks on the 
30th May last. This discourse, like all that he produces, will no 
doubt be read with interest in England; but it will, I venture to 
say, excite considerable surprise, as it attacks the Bank of France 
on a point in which it is least assailable,—the fluctuations in, and 
the recent high rates of, discount. If the Bank of France be re- 
sponsible for these things, there is clearly an end of the doctrine 
that money is a merchandise, subject, like all other merchandise, 
to the imperative law of supply and demand. The Economist, 
as organ of the financial world of London, has blamed the Bank 
of France for not placing its rate of discount high enough on 
certain. occasions, and for not raising it smecielip enough on 
others; but the Economist never dreamed and never could 
dream of calling on the bank, as M. Chevalier does, to main- 
tain almost uniformly a low rate. Even if the monopoly of 
the Bavk of France were broken down, as he contends it 
ought to be—and herein he has the hearty support of nine-tenths 
of French economists, and of a large portion of the commercial 
community—the rate of discount would, when coia and bullion 
run low, rise high just as it does now. The abolition of the 
the monopoly would no more prevent the precious metals from 
being, owing to increased demand or decreased supply, dearer at 
one epoch than at another, than the abolition of the corn laws 
prevents grain from being dearer in a time of scarcity than it is 
in a time of plenty :—and consequently no bank in the world, 
however organised, can afford to sell money cheap when it is 
naturally and inevitabtly dear. These facts are so well known 
in England that no one thinks of disputing them, and that 
a repetition of them in the Economist may seem singular. 
As, however, I write more for Paris than for London, per- 
haps you will let them appear: perhaps, also, you will 
allow me to demonstrate the truth of them by a brief 
citation from a document which is not much known here, but 
which ought to be in the hands of everybody who discusses the 
banking question—the evidence given before a Committee of the 
House of Commons on the Bank Acts in 1857—the said evidence 
consisting of — put by Mr James Wilson, and answers 
given by. Mr Weguelin, a Governor of the Bank of England—two 
of the highest authorities on financia) matters that England at that 
time possessed :— 


‘* Question :—You have had great experience during very diffi- 
cult times in the Bank :—Have you not felt that you had really 
little or no power over what is called the value of money, or the 
rate of discount:—were you not obliged to follow circumstances 
over which you had no control? 

‘* Reply : I conceive so. 

“ The idea that the Bank has the power to raise or lower the 
rate of interest of its own accord, you thiok is a tallacy ?—I think 
it is so. 

‘* You are obliged to follow the market rate >—Yes. 

‘* In ordinary times, under ordioary circumstances, if the Bank 
were to charge a lower rate than the market rate, would not the 
only effect be that it would be very quickly drained of its spare 
capital ?—Certainly. 

‘“* And if it were to charge a higher rate than the market rate, 
the effect would be that it would lose its custom ?—That would 
be so under ordinary conditions. 

“ There is no power in the Bank of England of controlling the 
rate of discount any more than there is in any other large dealer 
ian an article of controlling the price of the article? —I think none. 

‘‘ Do you know any safe rule by which you could manage the 
businese, but by following the principle of supply and demand ?— 
There is no other rule thut I know. 

‘“‘Are the notions which have been sometimes expressed about 
the Bank of England maintaining a fixed rate of interest, in your 
opinion, inconsistent with a sound principle of business ?—The 
only way in which the Bank of England could be managed, if it 
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were desirable to maintain a fixed rate of interest, would be by 
restricting the term for which it would discount bills, which has 
the same effect as raising the rate of interest.” : 

It is announced officially that, after eighteen months’ negotia- 
tion, the bases of a treaty of commerce and of a treaty for the 
protection of literary property, between France and Switzerland, 
have been agreed to. , : 

Am imperial decree enacts that sugars imported into France 
from England, Belgium, and Italy, under the conditions in the 
treaties concluded with those Powers, shall be: for raw beetroot 
sugar below No. 13, 44f the 100 kilogs, and from No. 13 to No. 20 
inclusively, 46f; refined, candies, and molasses as at present. 
Though England is mentioned in the decree, it in reatity is of little 
interest to ber, since she dves not produce beetroot. 

It may be remembered that some time back, on the instigation 
of the French Government, delegates were sent from England 
and Holland to confer with the French Board of Customs on the 

ssibility of adopting a uniform system relative to the proportion 
in which drawback should be allowed on refined sugars exported. 
But nothing came of the matter. The French Government, 
however, not discouraged, has charged a Commission to go to 
England, Holland, and Belgium, to endeavour to arrive at a more 
sati result. M. Barbier, Director-General of Customs, 
is the Chief Commissioner. 

A project is on foot for establishing at Marseilles, a Joint Stock 
Bank, with a nominal capital of 30,000,000f, of which only 
20,000,000f are to be subscribed for the present. It is to be in 
communication with the Credit Industriel at Paris. At Lyons a 
Joint Stock Bank has, in a few months, obtained great success, 
and one in such an important commercial town as Marseilles can 
hardly fail if properly conducted. 

The French Government has conceded to Mr J. N. Daniell, 
Chairman of the London and Liverpool Bank, Mr Mangles, 
Disector of the same bank, Mr Fletcher, banker at London, and 
other gentlemen, the right of making a railway from Orleans to 
the Strasburg line near Chalonssur Marne. The Orleans, Lyons 
and Eastern Railway Companies are, it appears, somewhat moved 
at this concession, and are about to make propositions to the 
Government to execute a railway in conjunction with their lines 
for establishing direct communication between the two towns 
mentioned. 

The Minister of Public Works has published a statistical ac- 
count of railways. It appears that at the end of March last, the 
total length worked was 12,072 kilometres (7,545 miles), and at 
the same date of 1863, 11,225. The average length worked in 
the first quarter of the year was 12,024 kilometres, and that of 
the same period last year 11,112. The total receipts of the 
former period were 114,510,333f; of the latter, 108,929,727f. The

The increase in the coin and bullion is 14,856/, and ‘the de- 
crease in the reserve 30,024.

In the corresponding week of 1854, telegraphic despatches, 
announcing the abandonment of the siege of Silistria, had 
been received.

The quotation of gold at Paris is about 2} per mille premium, and 
the short exchange on London is 25.20 per 1/ sterling. On comparing 
these rates with the English Mint price of 3/ 17s 10}d per ounce 


for standard gold, it appears that gold is about 1-10th per cent. dearer 
in Paris than in London. 


By advices from Hamburg the price of gold is 425 per mark, and 
the short exchange on London is 13.6 per 1/ sterling. Standard gold 


at the English Mint price is therefore about 4-10ths per cent. dearer 
in London than in Hamburg. 


The course of exchange at New York on London for bills at 60 days’ 
sight is 218 to 220 per cent., and the premium on gold is 97} per cent. 


At these rates there is a profit on the importation of gold from the 
United States.

FRIDAY NIGHT. 

The supply of English wheat on sale at Mark lane, to-day, was 
, ivery small. Owing to the failure of the Conference, both red 
| and white qualities were held at enhanced rates; but the uncer- 
‘tainty which prevailed as regards the intentions of Government, 
caused millers to operate very cautiously, and only a portion of 
\the supply was disposed of at an advance in prices, compared with 
| Monday last, of 1s per quarter Foreign wheat changed hands to 
\a limited extent, at a similar advance for American qualities ; but 
the high prices demanded for Prussian wheats entirely checked 
| business. Oats realised 6d per quarter moremoney. Barley was 
‘firm in price, whilst beans, peas, and flour commanded rather 
more money than on Monday. ‘The arrivals of foreign produce 
‘have increased—the imports this week being 13,550 quarters of 
| wheat ; 4,570 barley ; 22,580 oats; 50 sacks and 2,630 barrels 
‘of flour. 

At Liverpool, this morning, wheat advanced 2d to 3d per cental ; 
\flour, 1s 6d per barrel; and Indian corn 9d per quarter. At 
Wakefield, the wheat trade was very firm, and prices improved 1s 
| to 28 per quarter. 
| At the beginning of the week, the Liverpool cotton market 
|was pretty brisk, but towards the close the demand rather

\sales sum up to 44,000 bales, of which spinners have taken

Advices from New York state that a Bill had been introduced 
into Congress to authorise Mr) Secretary Chase to borrow 
$400,000,000, at not more than 6 per cent., redeemable at any 
period over five and under thirty years, to enable Government to 
meet the expenses of the fiscal year ending June 30, 1865. 
Mr Chase had also made arrangements with the New York 
banks to draw money, us required, to the extent of $50,000,000, 
for which the Treasury was to deposit certificates bearing 
interest at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, and which 
might be tendered on account of the new loan, when the bill had 
passed the Senate. During the week ending June 11, gold 
fluctuated considerably in value, viz, from 193 to 199 per cent. ; 
and trade, consequently, was in an unsettled state. Cotton goods, 
owing to the rapid advance in the price of the raw material, 
changed hands at 5 cents per lb more money, and imported 
merchandise was, for the most part, firm in price. Several 
modifica'ions had been made in the tariff bill, the chief of 
which, as regards menvfactured goods, were: — On all 
manufactures of wool, to 24 cents per pound, and 35 per 
cent. ad valoreum ; on voollen and worsted yarn, valued 
at over $1 per Ib, 24c per Ib and 30 per cent.; on flannels 
uncoloured, valued at 30c and under per square yard, 18¢ 
per lb and 30 per cent. ; valued at more than 30c, and on all 
flannels coloured, printed, or plaided, or composed in part of cotton, 
24c and 35 per cent. ; on ready-made clothing, except hosiery, to 
24c per lb and 40 per cent. ad valorem. The export of 
specie in the previous week amounted to 285,120/, making a total 
for the year of 4,741,430/, against 3,852,830/ during the same 
period last year, 3,621,760/ in 1862; 601,000/ in. 1861; and 
2,972,180/ in 1860. The foreign imports of dry goods and mer- 
chandise since the commeacement of the year were valued at 
22,000,000/ ; against 16,200,000/ last year ; and 14,500,000/ in 1862. 
The money market was firmer, at 7 per cent. for the best short 
paper. The balance in the Sub-Treasury on the 4th inst. amounted 
to 5,300,0002.

MARKETS IN THE MANUFACTURING DISTRICTS. 


A large amount of business has been transacted in goods this 
week, both for home use and export, and prices have been well 
supported.

Mancuester, June 23.—The uncertainties of the continental 
question have taken away every disposition for business, so that 
the whole of our market can only be described as very flat. 
Spinners being for the most part working to contract, and manu- 
facturers being yet tolerably free from stocks, very few admissions 
of weakness are made as respects price, but purchases would be 
more acceptable could buyers befound. The most evident weak- 
ness is in the lower counts of Surat yarn, and the qualities of cloth 
made from such, namely domestics, T’cloths, and longeloths. In 
these departments, at least, if not in others, some reduction in the 
hours of iabour is apprehended.

LONDON MARKETS. 


STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 

Mark Lanz, Frivay Evenine. 
The arrivals of English wheat up to our market, this week, 
Coastwise and by land-carriage, have been on a limited scale. For 
th red and white qualities, the demand has ruled steady, and 
the quotations have advanced Is per {quarter. The imports of 
foreign wheat have been on the increase. Good and fine samples 
lng commanded 1s per quarter more money, with a fair-inauiry. 

In all other kinds, 
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currencies, Very little English barley has been on show ; but 
tbe supply of foreign has rather increased. Most descriptions 
have moved off slowly, at about stationary prices. Malt has 
been in good supply, and moderate request, on former termss 
oats have realised 6d per quarter more money, with a steady in- 
quiry. The imports of foreign have been on a limited scale. 
The few beans and peas on sale have changed hands at very full 
prices. ‘The flour trade may be considered steady, at late rates. 
The stock of American flour in warehouse is very limited. 

Most of the country markets have been scantily supplied with 
all kinds of produce. Wheat has moved off freely, and the quota- 
tions have had an upward tendency, Most other articles have 
sold steadily, at full prices. 

Our advices from most parts of the country state that the wheat 
crop is progressing steadily, and that, on the light lands, it is 
coming into blossom. Spring corn is looking remarkably well. 

The various markets still continue to be heavily supplied with 
old potatoes, which are a dull inquiry, at from 20s to 503 per ton. 
The new crop promises a large return. 

‘The continental markets have ruled steady for wheat, at very 
full prices. Other produce has sold steadly, at fully previous 
rates. 

In Scotland, wheat has somewhat improved in value, with a 
good consumptive inquiry. All other articles have changed hands 
freely, at very full prices. 

The Irish markets have shown more firmness than for some 
time past. Quotations, generally, have rather improved ; but the | 
trade has been far from active. 


The supply of English wheat on sale at Mark lane, to-day, was 
small, and, owing to the failure of the Conference on the 
Sehleswig-Holstein question, both red and white qualities were 
held at enhanced rates. Very little business was, however, trans- 
acted ; but, in most transactions, 1s per quarter more money 
was realised. Holders of foreign wheat were very firm in their 
demand, but prices, although they had a strong upward tendency, 
were without quotable change from Monday. Oats advaneed 6d 
per quarter, and barley changed hands at very full prices. Beans, 
peas, and flour were the turn dearer than on Monday. 

Mr George Dornbusch reports the arrival off coast of only 3 
cargoes of grain. The transactions in most kinds of produce have 
been on a very moderate scale. Prices, however, have ruled 
steady.

Kingdom amounted, for the week ending the 11th of June, on 11,242 
miles, to 636,667/, and for the corresponding week of last year, on 10,809 
miles, to 561,487/, showing an increase of 433 miles, and of 75,180/ in the 
receipts. The gross receipts on the 14 leading railways amounted, in 
the aggregate, on 7,764 miles, to 508,772/, and for the corresponding 
week of 1863, on 7,566 miles, to 445,733, showing an increase of 
198 miles, and 63,089/ in the receipts.

They have now 
had nearly ten years’ experience in the management of a 
Quarteriy Review, and they are convinced by it, that 
the present state cf such periodicals is injuriously 
modified by historical tradit‘on, and by circumstances 
which have them:elves passed away. When first-class 
attainments were scarce, and when the critic sm of daily 
and weekly journals was weak ad meagre, it was wise 
and necessary in Quarterly periodicals to attempt at least 
some notice of every remarkabl: work which might 
appear. Their readers expected from them a guidance 
through the labyrinth ot miscellaneous liter.ture which 
they could not find elsewhere. But this necessity has 
passed away. Weekly papers written with force, skill,

To fill the useal space 
mere reviews of ordinary books have necessarily been 
inserted, and side by side with them have appeared 
orig-nal essays of independent interest aud distinctive 
characteristics. ‘That which was new and indiviaual 
has been rather hidden by the advition of matter, in 
itself good, but which might bave appeared in other
